courſes. They are neither proudly 
conceited in proſperite, nor diſeou- 
raged with the ſtormesof aduerſity, 
no way impeachable or ſubiected to 
the baſe dominion of Fortune. Such 
was Furius Camilla, who being al- 
way like himſelfe, ney ther by attai- 
ning the dictatorſſup, was enflamed 

to haughtines, nor by being forbid- 
den his countrie, was {trooken into 
melancholic: and ſurely in this ver- 
tue the Romans were generally ad- 
mirable , who neyther in their con- 
quering age were puffed vp to inſo-

lency, nor in their croſſe & vnloo- 


ked for accidentes ſtooped to diſ- 
aire. As in the diaſter at Cannæ, 
(when all the worlde did ring out 
peals, that their fortunes were d ead) 
they did nothing vnworthy them- | 
ſelues, that might be a derogation to 
the auncient dignity of their name: 
for being driuẽ to that exigent, that

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$ havingloſtthe flower and ſtrength 
. of their Nations, they armed their 
ſeruants and aged men to the bat- 
tcll,yct they neuer offered any capi- 
tulations for a truce,neyther would 


which actions imported an inumci- 
ble confidence: and afterward, in 
the enterpriſe of Aſia, they propo- 
{ed before the victory conditions to 
Antiochus, as if they fad ouercome, 
and after the conqueſt out of a won- 
derful moderation, as ifthey had not 
vanquiſhed. 

But little mindes hauing riſen 
with a proſperous winde, are lifred 
vp farre beyond the leuell of their 
owne diſcourſtꝭ Then they begin to 
ſpeake in a commaunding accent to 

condemne other mens actions, to 
affect ſingularitie, to vſurpe vndue 
authorities, to contrauert in arg u- 
ment without reſpect, and to petſe-

But 
when they begin to taſte any diſfa- 
uour, relently diſcounteuanced i in 
them clues, they.are ey ther by ſel- 
dome cofortleſle Aatterers brought 
to ſome vnreaſonable purpoſe (as 
Claudius blinded with the falſe infor- 
mations of Pallas to adopt Nero) or 
elle hauing no Greatneſſe but out- 
ward, & ſtanding on no true ground 
inwardly, are more ready to Tall the 
calamity ean depreſſe them, and 
preſentiy like vile and abiect crea- 
tures, not aduenturiug to recouer, 
diſpaire ofrenuing, & teintegrating 
cheir fortunes, 

But as the beſt Wine becom- 
meth the egreſt vinegar, and what 
degree of goodnes a thing holdeth 
wlule it abideth in his nature, the 
ſame degree of euill it tax eth, when 
it is abufed.: So this Greatneſſe of 
mind, if it be not accompanied with 
yertue, maketl men daungerouſly

A witte too pregnant and ſharpe 
is not good: It is like à raſor whoſe 
edge — keener it is, the ſooner it is 
rebated, or like ſoft wood which is 
ready to receiue the impreſsion of 
the Limner, but for warping is vna- 
ble to keepe, and therefore not fitte 
for any worthie portrature. Men 
of this diſpoſition are of a more
